Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative and the examiner discussed the current 
1 12 first paragraph rejections of record and potential means of over-coming these rejections. The examiner continued 
to communicate to applicants representative that the rejections appeared to be made for the genus of Aspergillus mold 
fungus having no detectable beta-fructofuranosidase activity, as a result of modifications other then the specific 
deletion of a specific known beta-fructofuranosidase gene (i.e. potential other modifications of a specific beta- 
fructofuranosidase gene as well as other potential genes). Applicants representative suggested potential language 
such as "inactivation" of the gene/protein, although the examiner was not comfortable with such language, with respect 
to the clarity of "inactivation", especially after-final rejection. Applicants representative expressed his desire to discuss 
the issues with his applicants and then possibly submit an after-final amendment or a request for continued 
examination depending on the course of action applicants wanted to take. The examiner reminded applicants' 
representative that the currrent state of the application was after-final rejection and that any amendment submitted 
must not introduce new issues that would require further consideration and/or search.. 
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
